during their Journey to Japan. 
Thetc 
men state to the editor of the Sugar 
licet Gazette, that In their opinion 
the 
United States will produce 
their own 
sugar within a period of ten years, nnd 
will ultimately 
even 
become 
compet- 
itors as sellers of sugar In the world's 
markets. 
These views 
arc 'too sanguine and 
optimistic. 
They disregard the natural 
history of all 
Industrial 
enterprises 
which Involve large capital and special 
training. 
The speculative 
period 
in 
the sugar beet Industry is over. 
The 
Illusions arc gone. 
The brilliant 
pros- 
pectuses are thrown 
In the waste bas- 
ket. The opinions of promoters. In the 
great 
majority of commercial 
enter- 
prises, 
arc generally unsound, and in 
the beet sugar Industry, have no longer 
any weight. 
If within ten 
years,-th- 
United States 
will supply its own sugar, mainly from 
tho beet, It goes, without saying, that 
the value 
of the cane sugar Industry 
will decline, 
because 
It will loss the 
protection of the tariff. 
Hut the safer 
estimate Is that it will be twenty years 
before that condition exists. 
It 
Is claimed 
by the enthusiasts 
In 
the sugar beet Industry that the knowl- 
edge 
and 
skill acquired by a better 
knowledge 
of agricultural 
science, the 
nccurate 
observations 
of 
trained 
.thinkers, makes 
It possible 
to 
reach 
profitable results In live years which 
could not be reached in twenty years, 
during tho last generation. 
There Is 
truth 
In this conclusion, 
but It Is not 
yet a general truth. 
It Is said, in Illustration of this rapid 
method of progress, that the intelli 
gent farmers already tee that the real 
profit to bo obtained out of the sugar 
beet Industry lies in the 
of 
cattle food, nnd not In the sugar itself 
or in other 
words, the profits of the 
residue, 
of tho beet, after the sugar is 
extracted, to bo obtained from cattle 
feeding and the enriching of the soils 
by manures, will 
reduce 
the cost of 
beet sugar to a point where it will defy 
the competition of the cane sugar. Per 
haps It may. 
It Is also said that the day of cheap 
labor in the tropics is over, that in the 
countries from 
which the laborers in 
the sugar cane fields have been drawn, 
India, China and Japan, the price of 
wages Is gradually rising, 
and 
that, 
every year, the facilities for cheap and 
rapid 
transportation 
are 
Increasing. 
If there Is a permanent rise of wages. 
It will affect of course the cost of the 
cane sugars. 
Hut there Is, and will be, more and 
more, a sharp competition between the 
beet and cane sugar planters. 
The cost 
of producing cano sugar has been 
re- 
duced to a surprisingly low figure. 
At 
the samo time, brains and experience 
aro reducing tho cost of beet sugar. 
The unknown factor Is the brain power 
nt 
work 
In 
economical 
production. 
Tho raisin makers of California do now 
produco as good and cheap an article 
as that which comes from the Mediter- 
ranean, while they pay $2.00 per day 
for labor as against 
30 cents paid 
In' 
Italy nnd Spain. 
Any one who makes 
a valuable prediction as to what the 
cost of beet sugar will be in the United 
S.ates, must bo familiar with tho acute 
perceptions and tho marvelous skill of 
the American mind in Inventing labor 
saving devices. 
Every forecast 
of 
a 
limitation 
upon 
It, 
In the 
past, 
has 
been In error. 
The American farmers are driven to 
the development 
of new Industries, and 
that of beet sugar Is ono of tho most 
promising. 
At tho

Discussing 
the prospectu 
of the 
beet-sug- 
ar 
crops of the United States, 
W1I-le- H 


& Orny's 
latest circular 
to hand 
says of the American 
beet-sug- ar 
sit 
uation as n whole: 
"Except 
In California, where exces- 
sive drought 
and 
damage by Insects 
will cause great shortage of yield, the 
present crop prospects nro very prom- 
ising, and especially sa when 
we con- 
sider the newness of the industry 
in 
many localities. 
Among these Illinois 
Is doing remarkably well, because 
the 
Industry has there been started 
care- 
fully and conservatively 
In 
Michi- 
gan, where sugar production has 
al- 
ready assumed large proportions, 
a 
considerable acreage will give but poor 
results, owing to the lack of experience 
among the farmers. 
To some extent 
this also applies to Colorado, 
but the 
rainfall 
in that State has been 
well 
distributed nnd the beet crop 
should 
hhow good results. 
The crop in 
Min- 
nesota and to a lesser degree 
in 
Ne- 
braska has experienced 
some damage 
from excessive rains, but Is now mak- 
ing splendid progress. 
On the 
other 
hand, some States have suffered 
from 
drought, namely, 
New 
York, 
Utah, 
New Mexico, Washington nnd Oregon. 
The last two arc now receiving 
good 
shower, however, 
which should 
make 
up for the preceding drought. In Utah 
and New Mexico the drought Is nothing 
unusual, and where the land 
Is 
irri- 
gated, as It Is to a great extent, has had 
no bad 
effect. 
In 
New 
York 
the 
drought Is at present very serious, 
but 
a good rain would hooii set things light 
again. 
Even deducting the losses due 
to Inexperience, 
Hood and drought, the 
results 
In nil sections will undoubted- 
ly prove very satisfactory to all Inter- 
ested." 
With regard to California, Wlllett 
& 
Oray say: 
"As the grinding season approaches 
Interest Increases 
in the beet crop pros- 
pects, a brief outllno of which may be 
given as follows: 
In the most south- 
ern districts nround Los Alamltos nnd 
Chino 
tho prospects are very discour- 
aging, nnd tho former locality will not 
harvest sufficient beets for over a 
15-- 
ilay run. 
At Chlno 
conditions 
are 
somewhat better, and with tho 
beets 
which 
will be brought from Oxnard a 
long run is expected. 
The harvest is 
screduled to begin 
on 
tho 21st and 
slicing on the 2Gth 
Inst. 
At Oxnard, 
where the other factory of the Ameri- 
can licet Sugar Co. is situated, a splen- 
did crop 
is 
promised. 
The factory 
opened the campaign on the 13th Inst., 
and not only will have sufficient beets 
for a first year's run with new machin- 
ery, but enough' over 
to largely 
in- 
crease the supplies at Chlno. Together 
the two factories will work the prod- 
uct of 14,000 
to 
10,000 acres, which, 
with their Nebraska acreage, 
should 
give the American 
Beet Sugar Co. over 
200,000 tons of beets for its first cam- 
paign. 
Everything In tho Oxnard fac- 
tory Is working smoothly. 
The beets 
arc unusually rich both in sugar con- 
tent and purity, and altogether the out- 
look Is very promising. 
Going further 
north to Detteravla, we find conditions 
still holding good. 
The 
Industry 
at 
this point Is an entirely 
new depart- 
ure, and consequently poor attention 
and 
soils are accountable 
for many acres of poor stand. 
On tho 
greater portion of land, 
however, 
a 
good stand exists and heavy yields of 
rich 
beets 
are 
promised. 
In 
the 
Spreckels 
country the big mill has just 
finished a very successful 
trial 
run, 
turning out about 
C00 tons of sugar. 
Tho machinery is now being cleaned 
up and put in perfect condition for tho 
regular campaign, 
which will bo under 
way in a week or ten days. 
Reports 
from the north indicate considerable 
Improvements In the crop outlook, as 
the weather during August has 
been 
much cooler than during July nnd fog 
has been more plentiful."

case of the Makee Suga'r Company,

corporation, vs. Tuck Chew, a bill for 
specific performance and other relief, 
as follows: 
The decision 
on tho demurrer

iciently states the case as disclosed 
by 
the pleadings then 
before 
the court. 
Upon tho overruling of the demurrer, 
respondent 
filed his answer, wherein 
he denies 
that he ever consented 
or 
agreed 
to modify

In the bill or to exe- 
cute the lease as thus mutinied or any 
new lease embodying 
such 
modifica- 
tion. 
He also denies that ho ever in 
pursuance of any agreement or other- 
wise executed a modified copy of such 
lease. 
The questions of law now rnised as 
to the Jurisdiction and propriety 
of 
granting relief In equity, 
were 
pre- 
sented and disposed 
of on tho demur- 
rer. 
Tho only Issue 
now 
before 
tho 
court 
Is one of fact, to wit, whether 
or not the respondent did agreo to ex- 
ecute a modified 
copy of the lense 
of 
July 
1, 
18'J4, or, rather, a new lease 
containing such modification. 
On behalf of tho complainant 
three 
witnesses, William Iilalsdell, 
(I. 
II. 
Falrchlld and 
Yee Tnl, 
testify 
posi- 
tively that the respondent, 
on 
Sep- 
tember 11, 1894, after 
being charged 
with making sales of rice contrary to 
the provisions of the lease of July 
1, 
16UI, agreed, at Illalsdcll's request, to 
add to the lease a new clause provid- 
ing for forfeiture In case of a further 
breach 
of the covenant ns to the sales 
of rlco or of any other covenant, and 
that upon a modified copy of the lease, 
containing such new clause, being pro- 
duced and explained to respondent, re- 
spondent executed 
the same, and pro- 
mised 
to produce 
later 
his original 
counterpart of the same lease for the 
like modification 
and execution. 
More- 
over, 
the fact remains, 
uncontradict- 
ed and unexplained, that at the trial 
of the action for damages brought by 
this respondent against the complain-
